The crowds which so early gathered in

The 
great masses of police, which assembled 
yhantomlike in the grayness of the morn- 
ng, seemed apologetically to tiptoe to 
their allotted stations, as though their 
presence refiected in the solemnity dominat- 
ing everything. Never did a concourse of 
people so little need either civ‘l or military 
cufidance. No man standing by his moth- 
er's bler ever needed admonition less than 
did these hundreds of thousands of men 
and women, gathered from al. parts of the 
kingdcm on the funeral route of their moth- 
er. the’ Queen. 
"The btrangest part of all was the fact 
that the women seemed tu outnumber the 
men. White-ribboned nurses marked almost 
every yard along the route, just as_ the 
Marvs of old gathered beneath the cross at 
the greatest of all spectacles of human 
grief, so women today were in the fore- 
front at the burial of the Queen. 

Troops there were to be sure, thousands 
upon thousands assembling specter-like out 
of the morning mists, their blue black over- 
coats and bearskins deepening the note of 
mourning pervading everything.

She Is the Daughter of William Wal- 
dorf Astor and Both Are Very 
Wealthy. 3 


NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—The announcement 
of the engagement of the Duke of Rox- 
burghe to Miss Pauline Astor, daughter of 
Mr. William Waldorf Astor, did not come 
as @ great surprise to the friends of the 
prospective bride in this city. Reports of 
the engagement have been circulated at 
times since 1898, when Miss Astor was only 
18 years old. When it was first rumored Mr. 
Astor made a public denial, saying his 
daughter was a mere child. The story has 
frequently recurred, varied once, however. 
The Duke of Roxburghe has recently re- 
turned from South Africa, where, undor 
Gen. French, he did distinguished service. 
He is a HMeutenant in the Royal Horse 
Guards. 

Henry John Innes-Ker, eighth Duke of 
Roxburghe, is 25 years old. He succeeded to 
the title in 1892 on the death of his father.

REAL MURDERER 
MAY BE FOUND 


Ex-Oonvict Tells of Killing 
of Miss Fosburgh. - 


CLAIMS HIS PALS ARE GUILTY 


BERTHA SHELDON TELLS HER 
STORY TO ATTORNEY TAYLOR. 


The St. Lguis Lawyer Is Shaping His 
Defense as Rapidly as Possible— 
Points to Be Brought Out by 
the Prosecution. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PROVIDENCE, R. IL, Feb. 2.—William 
McCaughey, who until’Jan. 11 was con- 
fined in the state prison at Cranston, boast- 
ed to Alma Davis, an official there, that 
he was a member of the ‘‘wire gang,’’ and 
that one of them killed Miss Fosburgh at 
Pittsfield. 

When seen today McCaughey named five 
of the gang who were in Pittsfield at the 
time of Miss Fosburgh’s death as ‘Dirty 
Dick”’ Quinn, “‘Shag’’ Smith, ‘Jack’ Bly, 
Fred Patterson and one Hennessey. 

His statement agrees with that of an-} 
other member of the gang, now serving a 
sentence at Taunton, Mass. The two men 
have not seen each other since their ar- 
rest. 

McCaughey has a grievance against Bly 
and threatens to make further revelations. 
In his statement to Davis he said the mem- 
bers of the gang had been afraid uinh 
would turn state’s evidence. It is believed 
he may clear up the shooting of Miss Fos- 


burgh. a 
Wha. the Prosecution 
Will Try to Prove. 

It is learned that the prosecution will try 

to prove that Robert Fosburg shot his sister 


May while he was quarreling with his wife. 

The government probably will not con- 
tend that Robert Fosburgh intended to kill 
his wife. 

The most that the prosecution may con- 
tend is that while in-the heat of passion, 
incited by a quarrel, and with his quick 
temper further excited by the conditions 
under which he labored, he flourished the 
revolver which he had taken from the bu- 
reau drawer in the rear room. 

The prosecution will contend that there 
were no burglars in the house.the night of 
the murder. 

That the girl was shot with the 82-caliber 
revolver by her brother. 

That she was shot just: after she opened 
the door of her room. leading to the hall 
and fell to the floor of her own room. 

That her brother did not catch her as 


| she fell. That the fatal shot was fired from 


inside the room in the rear, known as the 
spare room.” 

Those who have intimated that a breach 
exists between the Sheldon and Fosburgh 
families resulting from events that possibly 
preceded the murder of May Fosburgh in 
Pittsfield last August, will have difficulty 
in explaining the.greeting that was given 
Mrs. Fosburgh, May’s mother, when she 
arrived here tonight.

THE FRANCHISE TAX PLOT. 

The State Legislature has been in session 30 days, yet Wil- 
liam H. Phelps, chief of the corporation lobby, said to the 
Jefferson City correspondent of the Post-Dispatch: “We will 
know the fate of franchise legislation inside of 80 days.” 

The battle for franchise taxation was fought during the last 
session of the Legislature. It was defeated in the Senate. It 
Was strangled to death at the dictation of the corrupt lobby 
which cotitrolled the last Senate. 

But the fight was won among the people. 
the mind of every. honest,- unprejudiced citizen. 

The Democratic party in convention pledged its representa- 
tives to franchise taxation. 

The Republican party pledged its representatives to fran- 
chise taxation. 

Gov. Dockery in the campaign pledged his administration to 
franchise taxation. In his inaugural address he recognized 
the binding nature of this pledge by recommending the pass- 
age of a franchise tax law among the first measures of the 
session. Ph 

The people »f Missouri accepted the pledge of the Demo- 
cratic perty ih good faith. They defeated nearly all of the 
men seeking r¢-election who had voted against franchise taxa- 
tion. They expected from the State Legislature, among the 
first measures, a genuine and just franchise tax law. 

But 30 days after the opening of the Legislature Chief Lob- 
byist Phelps says that the fate of franchise legislation is un- 
certain. It is known to be uncertain. It is even thought, by 
well-posted men, to be certain of defeat. The lobbyists and 
attorneys of the franchise corporations are boasting that a 
franchise tax law cannot be passed. 

That the legislators are hesitating, dallying and dickering 
is manifest. The evidence of the lack of purpose to carry out 
the will of the people and keep the party pledge is plain. 
When the second hearing on franchise taxation wag held be- 
fore the joint Ways and Means Committee of the Senate and 
House most of the committeemen were dancing attendance 
at a gubernatorial reception. The people’s interests are being 
treated with indifference or contempt. 
~¢ a excuse for this dallying on the part of legislators is 
that there is a confusion of mind with regard to the kind

- of law needed and the kind of property that ought to be 


taxed. It is claimed that the minds of the legislators are be- 
fuddied. , 

If the minds of the legislatars are confused and befuddled 
they have been brought to that state by the corporation lobby. 
There is no confusion in the public mind on the subject. The 
kind of property to be taxed was clearly defined in the dis- 
cussion of the subject before the last Legislature. It has been 
Gefined repeatedly by the Post-Dispatch. It was defined by 
te Democratic State Board of Equalization. It was defined 
by the Governor and Attorney-General during the last ses- 


gion of the Legislature. It has been defined by courts and 


the Legislatures of other States, notably that of New York. 
In his inaugural address Gov. Dockery defined it so plainly 
that the wayfaring man, though a fool, cannot err therein.

And among the first measures which I most earnestly 
comménd to your favorable consideration is the passage of 
a law providing for the assessment and taxation of corpo- 
rate franchises of a public or quasi-public nature, which 
enjoy privileges practically exclusive. In legislating upon 
this important subject care should be taken not to include 
‘those corporations of a minor, private character, the 
franchise privileges of which are of such a general nature 
as to add no material commercial value. 

But if the kind of law required and the kind of property to 
be taxed had not been dearly defined the State Legislature 
would find abundant guidance in the speeches of the repre- 
sentatives of franchise-holding corporations who are seeking 
to defeat genuine franchise taxation. 

In the hearing before the joint Ways and Means Commit- 
tee of the Senate and House the franchise-holding corpora- 
tions were represented by Judge H. 8. Priest, paid attorney 
of the St. Louis Transit Co.: Isaac H. Lionberger, Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Laciede GasCo., and William H. Phelps, profes-

gee advocate employed by Desruelles was 
thoroughly persuaded of his client’s inno- 
cence and good character, but the pro- 
curer imperial was of a different opinion. 
The case was sent before the court d’as- 
sizes, and was tried by the president. A 
great number of witnesses were called, and 
the whole question turned upon the iden- 
tity .of the prisoner, by the mutual agree- 
ment of parties, for the reason that if the 
accused were Desruelles his account of 
how he received the gold Napoleons (ad- 
mitted to be counterfeit) was probable; 
but it he were Quentineau, no defense was 
possible. Quentineau was established to be 
a desperate charcter, who had been. several 
times convicted of minor offenses, such as 
smuggling, and was more than suspected 
of being a criminal of much deeper dye— 
a counterfeiter and forger. 

The testimony of the customs officers 
at Havre and of the dame du comptoir at 
Rouen was first taken, and then a mass 
of palice testimony to prove the Desruelles 
was unquestionably Quentineau. This was 
chiefly from the provinces, Quentineau 
having apparently operated very little in 
the capital. At the outset the defense 
experienced an unexpected difficulty.

Three 
days out Desruelles was taken with yel- 
low fever, and died just as the brig dropped 
anchor in the harbor of Basse Terre, Gau- 
deloupe. He was buried on the extreme 
vastern point of the island after a con- 
siderable difficulty with the authorities. 
who deeply resented the brig’s anchoring at 
the island with such a fatal disease 
aboard. The log of the Graganza and the 
burial record from Gaudeloupe were pre-

NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—Miss May Kaarius, 
the girl billiard expert, describes several 
more of the difficult shots which have mace 
her famous.
